2. In view of the fact that generic claims have been found allowable, the species 
requirement of 1/5/06 is hereby withdrawn. All pending claims have been examined on 
the merits.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



5. Claims 21-24 and 26-28 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first and second 
paragraphs, as the claimed invention is not described in such full, clear, concise, and 
exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to make and use the same, and/or 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The disclosure clearly indicates that the invention involves utilizing a magnetic 
material for some portion of the head core other than the main pole that is different from 
the material of the main pole to reduce side writing. 
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Claim 21 does not have any recitation concerning the material of the main pole. 
Claim 24 does not indicate that the high moment material is utilized for the main pole. 

These claims are inadequately disclosed under 112 par.1 when read as 
encompassing a head utilizing the same material for the entire head core. 

Alternatively, these claims are indefinite, incomplete, and misleading for failing to 
clearly recite the different materials involved and their locations. 

6. Claim 25 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

All of the claims have been read in light of the disclosure to define the head as a 
perpendicular type head with main and return poles. 

Concerning claims 1 and 29, the recitation of "magnetic property that reduces 
side writing" is read in light of the disclosure to be those properties and/or materials 
disclosed in the specification. 

Concerning claim 12, the "means. ...for reducing side writing" is read in light of 
the disclosure to be a different material used for some portion of the main pole and 
other core sections, where the materials for each are those disclosed in the 
specification.
